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As per claims 1,10, 14-15, 24, and 26, Applicant argues that Chen does not disclose a relay arrangement for routing data for 
transmission over a wireless carrier network, in which the relay arrangement is arranged behid the firewall arrangement. Examiner 
responds that Chen discloses a WAP gateway 502a arranged on a security perimeter of an enterprise network/premise 500 (Page 9, Par. 
0126). Chen further disclosure shields WAP gateway from outside attacks aimed at the WAP gateway 502a. System 500 can continue to 
limit sensitive information from being delivered through WAP until a secure secret channel is established between the carrier's WAP 
gateway 604, on the public carrier network, and the WAP gateway 502a, arranged on a security perimeter of an enterprise 
network/premise. The separation of the security perimeter of the enterprise network 500 from the public carrier network 600 is broadly 
interpreted as the firewall, as claimed in the instant application. 
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
